APPEAR THURSDAY 


Few artists combine marriage 
and a career so successfully as is 
the case of the two-piano team, 
Vronksy and Babin, appearing 
here in concert, April 30, at me 
Civic auditorium. This is the 
concluding number on the 1941- 
42 Civic concert series. 

As separate artists, Vronsky 
a Babin were known outside 
their native Russia, had toured the 
continent and England with out- 
standing success before their mar- 
riage which made their two ca- 
reers one. They were born in 
Russia some five hundred miles 
apart but they traveled thousands 
of miles before their paths met in 
the studio of Arthur Schnabel in 
Berlin. 

The success of the young mu- 
sicians lies in the perfect accord 
of tastes and temperament. It 
would be difficult to find two art- 
ists who complete each other so 
fully. One magazine has com- 
mented that they make their 
pianos sing like matched voices. 

Babin has already found pub- 
lishers for his works in Europe 
and America. In addition to a 
pianoforte concerto, he has writ- 
ten for two pianos and also for 
voice. Among his arrangements 
for two pianos are the brilliant 
and barbaric Polovtsian Dances 
from Borodin's “Prince Igor,” and 
the Waltzes from ‘“Rosenkava- 
lier.” 

As two pianists, these young 
artists show themselves to be the 
possessors of the special qualities 
that duo playing calls for, and 
combine both brilliance and poe- 
try in their interpretation.
